The 
polls to remain open until nine p.m. 


ARTICLE 1. To choose by ballot and plurality vote, a Town 
Clerk, Town Treasurer, one Selectman for three years, a Tax 
Collector, a Road Agent, a Constable, one Trustee of Trust 
Funds for one year, one Cemetery Agent, one Overseer of 
Public Welfare, Fence Viewers, Measurers of Wood, Bark 
and Lumber, and all other officers that the Town may judge 
necessary. 

And then beginning at SEVEN O’CLOCK in the evening, to 

vote on the following articles: 


ARTICLE 2. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate 
the sum of $2,530.00 for the payment of Town Charges for 
the ensuing year. 


ARTICLE 2. To see if the Town will raiseandappropriate 
the sum of $300.00 to pay Town House expenses. 


ARTICLE 4. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate 
the sum of $2,000.00 for the summer maintenance of high- 
ways and bridges. 

ARTICLE 5. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate 
the sum of $2,000.00 for the winter maintenance of high- 
ways and bridges. 


ARTICLE 6. To see of the Town will raise and appropriate 
the sum of $1,200.00 for the upkeep of the Town Grader. 


ARTICLE 7. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate 
the sum of $251.53 for town road aid and the State will 


contribute $1,676.85. 


ARTICLE 8. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate 


the sum of $200.00 for insurance on the Town House and 
Grader. 


ARTICLE 9. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate 
the sum of $200.00 for ‘Workmen’s Compensation to cover 
Town employees.

ARTICLE 15. To see of the Town will raise and appropriate 
the sum of $100.00 for the Truck Fund. 


ARTICLE 16. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate 
the sum of $1,000.00 to be paid toward the principal of the 
Grader Loan. 


ARTICLE 17. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to hire money in anticipation of taxes to pay 
necessary Town charges. 


ARTICLE 18. To see if the Town wil raise and appropriate 
the sum of $450.00 to pay interest on borrowed money.

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REPORT OF THE FOREST FIRE WARDEN & 
DISTRICT CHIEF 
Lest We Forget — It Can Happen Here 

Disastrous forest and brush fires that destroy hundreds of 
homes are more prevalant on the west coast with their dry 
seasons and strong dry, hot winds but 25 years ago this fall 
is the anniversary of a disaster that devastated large areas of 
northern New England leaving villages in ashes with rows of 
cellar holes and chimneys in a number of summer yacation 
home locations. Many lives were lost on that destructive day 
of October 23, 1947. Nothing could stop the wind driven 
flames. 

It is true that such conditions are unusual for New Hamp- 
shire but they happened once, they can happen again. The 
fuel for fires is all around us. All it takes is a firebrand. Only 
by cultivating a habit of carefulness with fire at all times can 
we meet the challenge of protection when dry conditions pre- 
vail. Pease let these reminders be your guide: 

1. Never, either when walking or driving, discard a 
firebrand - a lighted match or a glowing cigarette. 

2. Always obtain a permit for any outside burning. The 
burning of household rubbish is not permitted if your 


town has rubbish collection. Burning of grass or gar- 
den litter can be dangerous. See your warden first. 


3. If you camp or picnic, be sure open fires are allowed 
and if they are, put them dead out when leaving. 

4. Most important — instruct your children in the 
danger of the lighted match. A lighted match and dry 
grass or forest litter is a dangerous combination which 
leads to destructive loss and can lead to tragedy. 

The past year - 1971 - was a favorable year for the control 
of fires. There were too many fire starts in some towns. We 
thank those who remembered and ask others to heed Smokey’s 


message.

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MASCOMA AREA HEALTH COUNCIL 
Summary of Services for Town Report 
January 1, through December 31, 1971 

The Mascoma Area Health Council, ending it second 
full year of service to Canaan, Enfield, Grafton, and Orange, 
reports that during the calendar year 1971 its visiting nurses 
made 1,353 calls at the homes of area residents for nursing 
service and health promotion. In addition, the Council pro- 
vided free of charge for all pre-schoolers of the Towns, 3 im- 
munization clinics, 1 clinic for the testing of hearing and 
vision, and 5 well child conference clinics (at which each child 
received a physical examination by a doctor or pediatrician). 
Defects and deficiencies discovered in the course of these 
clinics were discussed with parents and referred to further 
testing and treatment. The Council is at present maintaining 
a schedule of one free well child conference clinic each month, 
with a goal of having each child examined regularly from birth 
to school age. 

The Council, founded in 1969, employs two nurses, who 
share the work load to give the area the equivalent of one 
full time nurse, maintaining a public health program and home 
nursing service. Mrs. Gertrude Clark, R.N., of Grafton, and 
Mrs. Toni Sadowsky, R.N. of West Lebanon, are the present 
nurses. Mrs. Clark has been with the Council since early in 
its history. For the first two years of its existence the Council 
was aided by a grant from the State of New Hampshire to 
cover the salary of one of the two nurses. The four Towns 
served have contributed on the basis of population. It appears 
that the State Grant will not be available for the coming year. 

The Council maintains its office at Mascoma Valley Re- 
gional High School, with its own telephone (632-7234). Its 
services are available to all, regardless of ability to pay. It is 
dependent on, and grateful to, the Methodist Chuches of 
Canaan and Enfield and St. Mary’s Catholic Church of En- 
field, which have provided space for its clinics, and to Mas- 
coma Valley Regional High School for its office space there. 
A phamplet describing the Council and its work and services 
is available on request.
